Therefore,  be  it  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  the  District  of  Surrey : — 

I.  That  all  meetings  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  at 
the  Corporation  Hall,  Surrey  Centre. 

2.  If  no  quorum  be  present  within  thirty  minutes 
after  the  time  to  which  the  Council  has  adjourned, 
the  Reeve,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Clerk,  shall  take  the 
chair  and  adjourn  the  meeting  until  such  time  as  he 
shall  deem  advisable. 

3.  The  Reeve,  if  present,  shall  call  the  Council  to 
order,  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  Reeve,  the  Clerk  shall 
call  upon  the  Councillors  present  to  elect  a chairman.

Any  member  of  the  Council,  on  rising  to  speak, 
shall  do  so  in  the  following  terms:-  “Mr.  Reeve  and 
gentlemen and  during  the  transaction  of  business 
shall  speak  of  any  other  member  as  Councillor. 

12.  An  amendment  shall  always  be  in  order,  except 
to  lay  on  table  or  to  adjourn. 

13.  An  amendment  being  moved,  no  member  of  the 
Council  who  has  spoken  to  the  original  motion  can 
si>eak  again  until  the  amendment  has  been  put  and 
become  the  amended  motion  before  the  C ouncil;  no 
member  shall  move  more  than  one  amendment  to  the 
same  motion. 

14.  The  Council  may,  by  vote,  resolve  itself  into 

Committee  of  the  \\  hole,  and  while  in  committee 
there  shall  be  no  restriction  as  to  the  number  of  times 
a member  of  the  Council  may  speak  to  the  same  mo 
tion.  . 

15.  The  business  under  notice  upon  tile  shall  not  be 
taken  up  in  the  absence  of  the  member  in  whose  name 
it  stands,  unless  he  has  given  authority  in  writing 
that  it  should  be  so  taken  up  by  some  other  member 
of  the  Council. 

16.  No  member  of  the  Council  shall  use  any  improper 
or  personal  language  toward  any  other  member  of  the 
Council,  or  reflect  on  any  prior  determinations  of  the 
Council.  When  two  members  rise  to  speak  at  the 
same  time,  the  Chairman  shall  decide  who  is  entitled 
to  the  floor. 

17.  Any  member  of  the  Council  may  call  any  other 
member  to  order,  when  the  member  so  called  to  order 
shall  sit  down  until  the  point  of  order  has  been  decided 
by  the  Chairman. 

18.  Four,  including  the  Reeve,  shall  form  a quorum 
for  the  dispatch  of  business. 

19.  The  Council  may,  from  among  themselves,  ap- 
point such  committees,  as  they  may  consider  advisable, 
for  the  better  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  Cor- 
poration. The  Reeve  shall  be,  ex  officio,  a member  of 
all  committees. 

20.  In  all  cases  two  shall  form  a quorum  of  any 
committee  of  three;  the  first  named  of  such  committee 
to  be  Chairman. 

21.  All  reports  shall  be  in  writing. 

22.  A motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order, 
except  when  a member  is  in  possession  of  the  floor,  or 
while  a vote  is  being  taken. 

23.  Before  any  by-law  shall  be  introduced,  amended 
or  repealed,  notice  shall  be  given  at  the  previous 
meeting  of  the  intention  to  introduce,  amend  or  repeal 
such  by-law,  and  a public  notice  shall  also  be  posted 
at  the  Municipal  Hall,  at  least  seven  days  before  the 
meeting  when  such  by-law  is  intended  to  be  introduced, 
amended  or  repealed.  And  no  by-law  shall  have  force 
or  virtue  unless  it  shall  have,  been  passed  by  the 
Council  as  provided  by  section  70of  the  “Municipality 
Act,  1881,”  and  as  amended  by  sec.  1,  “ Municipality 
Amendment  Act,  1884.” 

24.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as 
“ The  by-law  for  regulating  the  business  of  the  Munici- 
pal Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the  District  of 
Surrey.”

rPHE  Reeve  and  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
1 District  of  Surrey  enact  as  follows 

1 . During  the  present  year  the  assessment  of  the 
Corporation  shall  be  made  between  the  7th  day  of  May 
and  the  4th  day  of  June,  and  the  assessment  roll  shall 
be  returned  on  or  before  the  4th  day  of  June,  1887. 

2.  All  persons  complaining  of  any  assessment  shall 
notify,  in  writing,  the  Municipal  Clerk,  of  the  grounds 
of  complaint,  within  one  month  after  the  said  last 
mentioned  day. 

3.  The  said  Municipal  Clerk  shall  regulate  all  notices 
of  appeal  (if  any),  and  all  complaints  shall  be  heard  at 
such  time  and  place  as  the  Council  may  by  resolution 
appoint,  but  so  as  that  the  same  shall  be  finally  heard 
and  determined  on  or  before  the  4th  day  of  July,  1S87. 

This  By-Law  may  be  cited  as  the  “Assessment  By- 
Law,  1887.”

\TJHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  amend  the  “Surrey 
VY  Revenue  By-Law,”  and  to  re  enact  and  adopt 
the  said  By-Law  so  amended,  as  the  “Revenue  By-Law 
for  the  Corporation  of  the  District  of  Surrey  for  the 
year  1887.” 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  the  District  of  Surrey,  as  follows: 

1.  Section  one  of  said  By-Law  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  the  figures  “1886,”  in  the  third  line  of 
said  section,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  figures 
“18S7.” 

2.  Section  two  of  said  By-Law  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  the  figures  “ 1886,”  in  third  line  there- 
of, and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  figures  “ 1887.” 

3.  There  shall  be  raised,  levied,  and  collected,  on 
all  lands,  on  which  there  shall  not  be  improvements 
existing  to  the  value  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per 
acre,  in  addition  to  all  other  rates  and  taxes,  a special 
rate  of  eight  and  one- half  cents  per  acre. 

4.  The  said  By-Law,  so  amended,  is  hereby  enacted 
as  and  shall  for  all  purposes  be  construed  and  taken 
to  be  the  “ Revenue  By-Law  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
District  of  Surrey,  for  the  year  1887.” 

This  By-Law  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as  the 
“By-Law  Amending  the  Revenue  By-Law.”
